These permits are re- 
quired by Village By-Law No. 37. 
Also by Workmen’s: Compensation 
Board, Section 54 (3), (4), (5) of 
the Workmen's Compensation Act 
which reads as follows: 

(3) “Within three days after 
the granting of any building per- 
mit involving an expenditure of 
over $100 in or by any city, town, 
village, municipal district or other 
municipal body, notice in writing 
thereof shall be given to the board 
by the person whose duty it is to 
keep a record of such permits. 

(4) ‘Any such person shall be 
guilty of an offence, and liable 
upon summary conviction to a fine 
of $20 for each coftravention of 
the provisions of the preceding 
subsection, 

(5) “Any work done or per- 
formed under such permit is here- 
by constituted an employment to 
which this act applies, and the 
employment by the permit holder, 
of any workman therein or in con- 
nection therewith, shall constitute 
him an employer within the mean- 
ing of the act and as such, subject 
to all the provisions thereof.” 

The council of the village of 
Beiseker in the near future plans 
to publish a pamphlet on Sanita- 
tion,and General Information, 
which they are planning to mail 
to village householders. These are 
to be kept and studied, etc.

Immigration Continuing As 
Alberta Attracts New Citizens

« Despite growing economic problems in Canada, tired 
Europe is still looking to the dominion as a refuge from the 
problems that have plagued the old world for time im- 
memorial, and immigration into this country is continuing 
apace as Canada’s population surges past the 14 million mark. 


Attracting a large share of 
new citizens, Alberta, in conjunc- 
tion with federal authorities, is 
pressing a selective immigration 


program designed to bring in new - 


citizens according to needs of the 
province’s economy and demands 
created by industrial expansion. 
About one-fifth of the total 
number of British immigrants to 
Canada this year plan to settle in 
Alberta. A conservative estimate 
of the 1950 Alberta total would 
be 2,000. In 1948 about 5,000 
British immigrants came to this 
province, and the 1949 total was 
about 7,000. 
Holding back 
Britishers who would otherwise 


come here is the international 


thousands of 


money situation, which prevents 
a U.K. immigrant from bringing 
more than $770 per year for 
four years. 


According to word from the 
provincial government, close 
touch is kept with all national 
employment service offices in Al- 
berta to ensure that no immigrant 
will fill a position which could be 
filled by an unemployed resident. 
However, as: the immigration 
bureaus maintain steady contact 
with new citizens for only a short

Nevertheless, both provincial 
and dominion . governments see 
Canada’s greatest need as that of 
increased population, providing 
additional customers and greater 
productivity for the nation’s in- 
dustry. 


Immigration bureaus have 
been stressing a policy of se- 


lective immigrants, screening 


potential citizens carefully be- 
fore granting admission to this 
ceuntry. In 


some instances, 


however, immigrants have not 
made out so well, but this is 
definitely a small minority. 


To avoid unnecssary strain on 
the housing shortage, Alberta 
House in London will not endorse 
the more of a family without 
proof that accommodation will be 
provided by a friend or relative in 
Alberta. 

Married couples without  chil- 
dren as well as single persons are 
being encouraged to move to Al- 
berta without sponsorship, pro- 
viding they haye qualifications 
which are required in the prov- 
ince’s economy. 

A big immigration scheme _ to 
move thousands of Dutch farmers 
to the prairie provinces, under 
sponsorship of the Dutch Reform- 
ed Church, was rumored last 
week, but as yet the provincial 
government has not been offici- 
ally notified of the plan. 

Meanwhile, although immigra- 
tion is off from its peak influx in 
the years following the war, a 
steady stream of new citizens are 
coming into Alberta, fitting them- 
selves with success, into the life 
of the Foothills province.

25 Year Plan Underway 
To Plant 100 Million Trees 


Planting of 100 million trees 
within the next 25 years is the 
objective of the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture which has 
launched a vigorous program of 
roadside, farm and field shelter- 
belt planting in co-operation with 
the Department of Lands and For- 
ests. As a start about one and 
one-quarter million trees will’ be 
planted, this year. 

In addition to asking farmers to 
prepare land and make application 
for trees, the provincial govern- 
ment has purchaser two mechan- 
ical tree planters which are being 
used for demonstration purposes 
in order to encourage municipal 
governments to provide this ser- 
vice. 

Because of the shortage of trees, 
there will be some delay before the 
planting program reaches full mo- 
mentum. The provincia) forestry 
station at Oliver, Ala, supplies

trees in limited quantities, but 
through a program of expansion 
this station should soon have a 
much larger output of conifers. An- 
other important source of trees 
and shrubs for windbreaks and 
shelierbelt purposes is the provin- 
cial horticultural station at Brooks 
which is increasing its facilities. 

Three types of tree planting are 
being encouraged (a) .farmstead 
shelterbelts (b) field shelterbelts 
and (c) roadside plan*ing. It is 
hoped that in some parts of the 
province fairly extensive plantings 
of shelterbelts across the fields will 
be undertaken since there are indi- 
cations of increased crop yields 
from land where snow has been 
trapped by such belts. Roadsicie 
planting is designed to protect 
roads from snow _ drifting and 
eventually the province hopes to 
cut down expenditures for snow 
fences,

Control 


The rapid advances by Canadian labor— 
at the expense of Canadian farmers and the 
Canadian consumer—in increased wages and 
shorter working hours, is now having its 
repercussions. 

Those increased wages don’t mean as 
much today as the lower wages of 1948. 
Prices are skyrocketing. Businessmen who 
don’t make corresponding increases in 
charges for goods and services will be forced 
out of business, 

The frustrating part of it is, that no gov- 
ernment, once free of price control, wants to 
re-impose controls on a free people, and yet 
if things don’t show a quick change for the 
better, conditions and public opinion will 
force the hand of Ottawa authorities. 

The old cries of “bureaucracy” will raise 
the rafters. Condemnations of ‘government 
by order-in-council” will once again be popu- 
lar. Frankly, we shudder at the prospect of 
renewed price controls. 

But if we don’t soon get them, we’re going 
to be bedevilled by still higher wages, still 
higher prices, squeezing the farmer and small 
consumer and wreaking havoc with our eco- 
nomic ‘structure. 

We’ll have to choose the lesser of two 
evils. 


Men Wanted 


The fear of an impending railway strike, 
last week seemed to take the spotlight from 
the really vital news—the Korean war and 
need for more fighting men. 

Frankly, the war has gone all bad from 
the time the North Koreans with Russian 
equipment and Soviet blessing stepped across 
the border to South Korea. The combined 
United Nations forces had merely an en- 
larged beach head at the end of last week. 
General’ MacArthur was asking for more 
troops. 

The Canadian government was asking for 
— and getting — 5,000 men for the foreign 
brigade. But more and more are needed. At 
the height of World War II we had nearly 
1,000,000 in uniform. Now, 5,000 is 1% of 
1 per cent of that! :

Jail for Drunks 

Recent estimates of upwards of 50 per 
cent of automobile accidents due to drunk 
driving are alarming enough. That so many 
drivers, after taking from one to a dozen 
drinks, still climb behind the wheel and drive 
away, however unsteadily, with no fear of 
prosecution, is downright criminal. 

All the preaching against driving after 
drinking will do no good unless teeth are put 
into the law. It’s a wise, though rare com- 
pany of party-makers who keep in reserve 
one tee-totaller to drive home sanely and 
safely. All too often the drinking driver ends 
up in a collision, but lack of standardized 
methods to determine degree of drunken- 
ness results in no specific charge of driving 
while under the influence of alcohol. 

Some big eastern centres are tackling the 
problem by automatically jailing every drink- 
ing driver involved in an accident, regardless 
of who he is or what the circumstances of the 
accident. A driver who has spent a week in 
jail isn’t likely again to jeopardize his social 
standing by driving while under the influence 
of drink, even though his regard for human 
life and property may be small.

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Modern Age Is 
Railroad Nemesis 


By T. W. PUE 

Back in the days when Alberta farmers each had 
a grain separator, three grain wagons, four stook 
wagons, 20 horses and 20 men to speed the harvest, 
each railroad crew consisted of seven men. Regu- 
lations called for engineer, fireman, brakeman, 
trainman, conductor, expressman and baggageman. 
This was the minimum crew with which any train 
could operate. 

Today you will see “one-man harvesting teams” 
bringing in Alberta crops faster and more efficient- 
y than the old 20-man team of 
80 years ago. 

Racing past the golden fields 
of wheat, you will see a Sunburst 
or Canadian Coachways bus, 
loaded with passengers, express 
and mail, with a “one-man crew.” 

Overhead, you will see a 
Canadian Pacific Airliner loaded 
to the wing tips with mail, pas- 
sengers and freight. Crew? Two 
men and a girl. 

Down the track the old CNR 
train will puff along with engi- 
neer, fireman, brakeman, trainman, conductor, 
expressman and baggageman. Ten chances to one 
there won’t be as many passengers on that train 
as there are in the bus, 

Chances are half of them will be non-reverue 
pass passengers who would drive their own car or 
take the bus for convenience, but for the fact they 
would have to pay for the privilege for travelling 
any other way.

Bankrupt Giant 

Our railway systems in Canada and the United 
States, today, are in no position to pay higher wages 
or grant shorter hours to employees. The freight 
rates will have to be increased time and again, be- 
cem in fact “fright” rates, and still that won’t solve 
the railway dilemma. 

It may already be too late to solve any of the 
major railroad problems and still keep the lines 
going. People don’t use the railways anymore as 
they used to. Assimilate, if you can, these sobering 
facts: 

Any further increase in passenger rates will 
actually make air travel cheaper; and only the 
wealthiest traveller—whose time means nothing to 
him—will be able to afford rail travel. 

The extension of oil and gas pipelines in western 
Canada this year and next will not only close down 
most of our coal mines, but cut out a large and 
important source of revenue in hauling of coal and 
oil by rail. 

All first class mail is now being sent by air or 
bus wherever possible, with better service for the 
patron of the post office and revenue loss for the 
railroads. . 

A bus company can run five buses per day 
parallel to a railway line — for the same cost of 
operating one train a day. Will you use the more 
frequent bus service, or stand at the station all day 
waiting for the train? 

We have invested millions of dollars in two big, 
giant railway systems but we are not patronizing 
rail services because by and large they are out of 
date. 


Whipping Boy 

The present dilemma of the roads in suddenly 
being caught with their overalls down around their 
heels is, in my estimation, just about everybody's 
fault except the men who have been hired to direct 
the affairs of these systems. Everyone is free to 
whip the railway at any time. The railroads can do 
what they want only of it suits everyone else. 

The Canadian public expects—in fact DEMANDS 
—that daily train service be provided on every line. 
Boards of Trade send delegations to meet the rail- 
road officials to present their demands for in- 
creased, doubled and tripled train service. Yet, so 
often, those same groups use every other means 
of transportation except the railways. 

There isn’t a Canadian centre with a large rail- 
road payroll but thinks it has a God-given, inviol- 
able right to expect the railway to carry on with 
a full staff, good times or bad. 

A station agent can sit all week long in a 
small town depot on a branch line with hardly any 
business, week after week. But just let the railroad 
suggest that that station be closed—a hiowl of pro- 
test from public and union alike. 

There are wasteful roo iaty Nabe of service, lines 

is of miles, and long, 
useless branch lines that eat out the heart of the 
railroad dollar with no considerable return in 
revenue. But, unlike other businesses, the rail- 
way directors are not free to modernize and 
economize.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON: 


How Exiled Jews Returned 
From Babylon{to Jerusalem 


As the story of our lesson opens, the exiled Jews have 
come from Babylon to Jerusalem.. Under the leadership of 
Nehemiah, they have rebuilt their walls. 


Realizing the need of instruc- 
tion from God, Nehemiah called 
for Ezra, the scribe who had been 
in Babylon, to come and read the 
wofd of God to the people. 

The people assembled on the 
first day of the seventh month— 
the day appointed for the celebra- 
tion of the Feast of the Trumpets. 
This Jewish month of Tishri 
would correspond to our month of 
October. Before Ezra is the 
great roll, or rolls, of parchment 
which had been put together dur- 
ing the long exile in Babylon by 
the faithful Jewish scribes. 
Around him on the platform are 
a number of men, probably law- 
yers, priests and Levites. Six 
are on one side and seven on the 
other, there to help him in his 
task of reading and interpreting 
the all-important Law. 

Nehemiah realiezd that Israel’s 
great problem after the return 
of the Jews from Babylon was 
their ignorance of the Scriptures. 
While they had managed materi- 
ally, to get houses for themselves 
and enough food for their fami- 
lies, there was no spirit among 
them, no morale, no drive to do 
that which was worthwhile. 

The problem, therefore, of the 
Jews in Ezra’s day was spiritual. 
They needed to go back to God’s 
word, to have it read to them, 
interpreted and then for them to 
put its teachings into actual prac- 
tice in their lives. It was neg- 
lect of the Law and the Scrip- 
tures that had caused the col- 
lapse of the nation and their exile 
in captivity and Nehemiah knew 
that the same thing could happen 
again if the people remained

TRUCK RODEO 
PLANS READY 


Alberta’s second annual truck 
roadeo will take place in Calgary 
on Friday and Saturday, Sept. 8 
and 9, in a special section at No. 
10 Repair Depot, RCAF, next door 
to Currie Barricks. A monster 
truck parade will herald the event, 
starting from downtown Calgary 
and wending its way to the con- 
test area, in which hundreds of 
the 
riers, the tankers, the milk haul- 
ers, the dump men, special equip- 
ment from contractors, entries 
from the truck manufacturers, 
and representatives from _ busi- 
cerns will make a parade that will 
stretch from Calgary’s City Hall 
to the sentry box at No. 10 RD. 

This is the “truck drivers’ event 
of the year—the contest in which 
he turns’ on all the skills of driv- 
ing technique and accident-pre- 
vention learned from his daily 
driving. 

The contest itself consists of a 
series of running and parking 
tests for both straight truck and 
semi-trailer units. There is a ser- 
pentine course, forward and in 
reverse, in which these giants of 
the road have to be driven on a 
twisting route between barrels at 
designated speeds—both forward 
and backward. They have to park 
in offest alleys, in alley docks— 
parked parallel and in diminishing 
clearances. There is a _ written 
questionnaire in regard to road 
regulations. Rescue technique is 
demonstrated and safety driving 
tested. It is both a test of skills 
and a unique sport. 

Both the Army and the Air 
Force will be represented. The 
minister of defence, Brookes 
Claxton, in a letter to the Na- 
tional Transport body, said that 
“the participation of the Armed 
Services in truck roadoes arouse

much enthusiasm and _ interest 
amongst personnel . . . that the 
promotion of safe and _ skilled 


driving is just as important in 
the Armed Forces as elsewhere.”

A large Farm and Home Improvement Project, sponsored 
by the Agricultural Service Board of Morinville, in co-opera- 
tion with the Provincial Department of Agriculture is under- 
way at the farm of Felix Meunier. 


A field day was held’ on the 
premises on August 7. Hundreds 
of people attended. 

We feel that our purpose has 
been clearly understood by the 
visitors, Our intentions were not 
to display a model home nor a 
model farm, but merely to show 
the public what could be done on 
the farm even on a bady dilapi- 
dated place. 

The project is only started. A 
six years farming program has 
been drafted by the local district 
agriculturist. Forage crops will be 
grown on a large scale to save 
the soil and prevent the haphaz- 
ard of the non-culture of cereals. 

Livestock will follow to create 
.a market right at home. 

The Agricultural Service Board 
has already many farms’ under 
supervision where planned agri- 
ture has proven its efficiency. 
We hone to be able to accomplish 
the same on Mr. Meunier’s farm 
providing we obtain his entire co- 
operation. This is necessary to 
show results in any undertaking. 
Co-operation of all parties con-. 
cerned must exist. ‘

Up 30,000,000 Bushels 


Alberta’s wheat crop is going to be up by 30,000,000 
bushels over last year, according to government estimates, 


with the major part of the in- 
crease, a boost of 143,000,000 
bushels. Estimate puts Alberta 
80,000,000 bushels more than last 
year but Manitoba, where flood 
hit, is down 1,000,000. 

Estimates for oats, barley, rye 
and flax are all up sharply. 

Having predicted that Canada’s 
current wheat crop will be the 
third largest and total 544,000,- 
000 bushels, the dominion bureau 
of statistics credits Saskatchewan 

These wheat estimates put Al- 


berta 13,000,000 bushels over the 
Searle Grain Company estimates 
of 10 days ago an dgive Sas- 
katchewan 12,000,000 ushels more 
than Searle estimated. Manitoba 
estimates were the same. 

These latest estimates put the 
paririe oat crop at 9,000,000 bush- 
els more than Searle; barley the 
same, but cuts rye down.

All-_ 
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Fenravity Allowance Grants 
Exceed Billion Dollars 


More than one and a third billion dollars ($1,328,698,682) 
have been distributed to the children of Canada in family al- 
lowance payments since the act came into effect five years ago. 


H. C. L. Gillman, regional di- 
rector of family allowances, has 
announced that in those five 
years mothers in Alberta have re- 
ceived $91,219,369 in family al- 
lowances. The average allowance 
per family in June of this year 
was $12.89 and the average al- 
lowance per child was $6.02, with 
132,480 cheques being mailed on 
behalf of 283,468 children. This 
represents a net increase since 
last year of 15,099 children re- 
ceiving these allowances. 

Letters continue to come in to 
the various regional offices, de- 
scribing the effect of these al- 
lowances. One’ was recently re- 
ceived from a family in a small 
village in Newfoundland. The par- 
ents had kept track of their first 
year’s expenditures. The father 
wrote: 

“Previous to Confederation I 
could not clothe and feed my chil- 
dren, of which there are ten, and 
pay for their education. My oldest 
son had reached the age of 18 
years and did not complete the 
third grade. Each of the next 
four children of school age are 
similarly behind because of their 
lack of clothing and not being 
able to attend school.” 

Then follows an itemized list of 
purchases, totalling $751.23. 
Boots and shoes came to $114.33; 
boys’ pants, breeks and_ wind- 
breakers added up to $124:21; 
other clothes came to $344.15. 
About $20 was spent on school 
supplies; $40 on mattresses; 
$16.75 on blankets; and _ there 


is an item of $12.75 for a cart ~ 


for one of the children who is an 
invalid. The remainder of the 
money was spent on fresh fruits 
and milk. 

Family allowances are provided 
for every child born and living 
in Canada, and to children born 
outside Canada but having lived 
here for a year. In June, 195, 
there were 1,867,598 families re- 
ceiving cheques on behalf of 4.,- 
246,162 children. The’ average al- 
lowance per child varied from 
$5.96 in British Columbia to 
$6.46 in the Northwest Territor- 
ies and Yukon, with an all-Cana- 
dian average of $6.01. The aver- 
age allowance per family varies 
from $11.48 in British Columbia 
to $16.56 in Newfoundland, with 
a national average of $15.67.
